1.219 Britons in

LONDON (AP) — A killer wave 
of influenza took 1,219 lives in 
England and Wales last week. 
It was the first time this winter 
that the epidemic’ has reached 
the proportions of the Asian flu 
outbreak in 1957. 


The toll, including 37 fatalities 
in London, compares with 706 flu 
deaths recorded’ in England and 
Wales the previous week, the 
Health Ministry reported. 


Thousands of Britons have been 
laid low by the epidemic.

Russia Admits, But Pledges To Catch Up 


MOSCOW (UPI)—Soviet indus-| 
trial production lags behind the 


United States by a third, a Soviet 
economic report said Friday. 


The report on competition be- 
tween the two social systems was 
printed in the newspaper Trud 
and quoted by Tass. It said: “‘At 
present Soviet industrial output 
amounts to two-thirds of the pres- 
ent industrial production of the 
United States.” 


But the survey said if the cur- 


rent 10.5 per cent annual increase 


in industrial production is main- 


tained, the Soviet Union would 
surpass in 1964 the level of in- 
dustrial production in the United 
States in 1958—six years earlier. 


Steel mills and cement fac- 
tories would pass the U.S. 1958 
level before 1964, the report 
claimed. It said the Soviet Union 
already leads the United States in 
iron ore, trunkline electric and 
diesel locomotives, woolen tex- 
tiles, butter and milk production. 


In agriculture, Trud said, Soviet 


production increases were the 
highest in history and were 
“much higher than the United 
States.”’ 


It claimed Soviet grain produc- 


tion increased 61 per cent since 
1953, compared with 37 per cent 
in the United States. Soviet sugar- 
beet production was up 146 per 
cent compared with 36 per cent 
in the United States. It claimed 
Soviet production increases of 
meat, milk and butter also were 
far ahead of the United States.

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It Means Difterence 
Between Life, Death 


There was no room available in 
Grady Hospital’s psychiatric unit for the 
young woman on the verge of suicide. 

Nor is there for others in her plight. 

The reason: Although the hospital's 
entire eighth floor several years ago was 
designed for a psychiatric ward, only an 
18-bed unit has been placed into opera- 
tion. 

It has a waiting list, leaving little hope 
for treatment there for even the most 
acute cases on the application list until 
there is a vacancy. For some, that will 
be too late. Dr. William Rottersman esti- 
mates a hundred suicides annually in 
metropolitan Atlanta could be prevented 
if emergency facilities for care of de- 
pressed and acutely disturbed persons 
were available. 

As Dr. Rottersman said, neither the 
funds nor the personnel are in sight to 
open all 72 beds. It is shameful, though, 
that state and local authorities have no 
immediate intentions of even activating 
another 18-bed unit. 

Even more shameful is the possibility 
that the meager total of $700,000 in the 
proposed state budget for operation of in- 
tensive treatment wards at Macon, Co- 
lumbus, Augusta and at Grady Hospital 
may be cut. 

That would be one way to accomplish 
two things: Increase the population of 
cemeteries and of the overcrowded Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital. Does any mem- 
ber of the legislature want to go on rec- 
ord as favoring that? 


Rep. Vinson Listened 
And Heard Right Voices 


Rep. Carl Vinson has the last word on 
the Rules Committee revision which he 
supported, and which eight other Georgia 
congressmen opposed. 


Rep. Vinson, who has seen every 
president since Woodrow Wilson, said 
“President Kennedy is in no way radical.” 
While Vinson said he may oppose some 
Kennedy bills, he wants a chance to vote 
on them—instead of seeing them bottle- 
necked as they could have been in the 
Rules Committee. 


As for the erroneous reasoning, used 
by Rep. James C, Davis among others, 
that the old Rules Committee was a brake 
on civil rights bills, Mr. Vinson noted 
accurately that all civil rights bills of re- 
cent years were approved by that Rules 
Committee. 

And finally, answering a constituent’s 
statement that he had voted under pres- 
sure, Rep. Vinson said ““You were entirely 
correct. 

“The pressures did not come from the 
people themselves but only from ultra- 
conservative business and professional or- 
ganizations. I have made it a practice dur- 
ing my service in Congress to listen to the 
people whenever I can hear them over the 
noise generated by the professional pres- 
sure groups. I think I heard them rightly 
this time.” 

Mr. Vinson, you did.

Big-Shot Officials Get 
Break Denied Others 


It is interesting to note the Georgia 
Supreme Court’s reason for denying a 
writ of habeas corpus for Jim E. Jones, 
former state employe given a 10-year 
prison term in connection with the theft 
of $16,000 in state funds during the Grif- 
fin administration. 

Jones contended his conviction was il- 
legal because he was not allowed to face

his accusers before the Fulton County 
Grand Jury which indicted him. 

The Supreme Court ruled Jones was 
not a “state official” under the Consti- 
tution or state laws but was merely a 
state employe. 

We do not question the court’s inter- 
pretation of the law, nor are we urging 
Jones’ release. 

The galling thing is the “face your ac- 
cuser” law itself. It gives state officials 
the right to defend themselves before a 
grand jury. But let a mere employe of 
the state or a private citizen be accused 
of wrongdoing and the grand jury door 
is closed to them. It is one of the most 
unfair, discriminatory laws on the books. 

The General Assembly should pass 
legislation whereby every accused per- 
son has the wight to appear before grand 
juries or else it should bar all who are 
accused from going before grand juries. 

To leave things like they are would 
add import to the following part of a 
quote from Charles Dickens’ Oliver Twist: 
“The law is a ass.”

Mitchells Amendment 
Would Make It Safer 


No tuition grant bill will be perfect. 

The legislators understand this and it 
is important that the people of the state 
do, too. 

No bill can be perfect but one bill 
can be better than another. 

What the state desired was a bill that 
would provide aid to those parents whose 
children normally attend public schools, 
but prefer not to attend an integrated 
school. At the same time the bill must 
insure that private school education be 
at least as good as that offered in the 
public systems. At the same time the bill 
must protect each affected public sys- 
tem from any destructive drain on its 
resources. 

The present law fails to provide safe- 
guards against phony private schools. It 
fails to restrict grants to those for whom 
they are obviously wished. It fails to 
protect public school systems’ funds. 

State Sen. Erwin Mitchell’s proposed 
amendment to that law would force pri- 
vate schools to meet state standards. It 
would restrict grants to students whose 
own schools were closed or integrated. 

It would not provide total protection 
for public schools’ funds but it would 
provide a greater degree of protection 
than the law as now written does. 

The amendment, then, would not 
make the law perfect. Nothing will. But 
the amendment would make the bill safer 
and less inviting to any who choose to 
ignore the intent of the legislators.

The Negro has been the offended man, not the offender, and 
strength born of this endurance has raised him step by unarguable 
siep from the cellar of segregation, through unassailable court ac- 
tions when force of law was required. 

Now the youthful militants of the sit-in movement are pressing 
into a realm where the offended do not endure, but rather return 
offense; where unarguable pressure to change offending law is dis- 
placed by disobedience to the law. And because of the change from 
endurance to parade, the consciences that would assail the Negro’s 
rise have found the comfort they have lacked before. And this is 
a weakness of what the young Negroes are doing, as they fill up 
ails. 

Their opponents are given an argument at last. They can say 
with accuracy that the Negro has gone outside the law; has chosen 
not to test, but to break, a law that he, not the courts, has judged. 
The Negro’s reply is strong with moral fervor: If the law brings 
indignity to us, then why must we endure it? If we break the law 
in moral protest, we have asked no immunity from that law, but 
have readily paid in full for our offense by going to jail and serv- 
ing the penalty for what we have done. We ask no mercy; we offend, 
and we pay. Why should we wait for our rights to be meted out to us 
one by one? If we are denied human dignity, then why are we denied 
a human response of outraged action? If our life is base and sordid, 
why must we as free men endure it?

mate; that he would be outraged himself if he were forced to take

his children to a back window to get their supper. No human being . 


can truly justify theating another human being in such a way. The

Government Sees 


It Can’t Act Alone 


WASHINGTON—The more the Kennedy ad- 
ministration studies its new responsibilities the 
more conscious it becomes of the complexity and 


inter-connection of its domestic and foreign problems. It cannot even 
think about balancing the budget without the cooperation of the in- 
dustrial nations of Western Europe, whose defense policies and pro- 
grams for the underdeveloped nations affect the level of expendi- 


ture in Washington. 

It cannot increase its sales of 
American goods abroad without 
thinking about the competitive 
cost of those goods. And this in 
turn brings it to the hard po- 
litical question of restraining the 
wage demands of organized la- 
bor, which helped bring it to 
power in the first place. 

It cannot survey the challenges 
of the cold war without talking 
about the need for greater sacri- 
fices. Yet the slackness of the 
domestic economy forces it to 
concentrate, for the time being, 
not on sacrifices, but on raising 
the minimum wage for workers, 
increasing medical assistance to 
the aged, pouring more money 
into the economically distressed 
areas, adding to the long-term 
employment benefits, adding to 
the Social Security benefits and 
increasing subsidies to the farm- 
ers. 

In short, everywhere the ad- 
ministration turns it finds that 
it cannot act alone. One day it 
has to get the cooperation of the 
House if it is to get its legisla- 
tive program past the conserva- 
tive Rules committee. 

Next day it cannot deal with 
the outflow of gold and dollars 
without appealing for cooperation 
to London, Paris, Bonn, Rome 
and other European capitals. 

Everyday it is confronted with 
a crisis in Laos or the Congo 
or Cuba, and in each it must 


turn to other nations, including 
the Russians, in order to keep 
the situation from getting worse. 
Accordingly, there is more 
talk here about the ‘‘inter-con- 
nection” of problems and _ the 
need for new instruments of co- 
operation.than ever before. 


The private and public discus- 
sion of new cooperative ventures 
are quite different. The public 
discussion is extremely cautious. 
It is full of economic and bu- 
reaucratic jargon and it always 
emphasizes that these new man- 
agement and labor or interna- 
tional monetary committees are 
purely advisory, binding on no- 
body. 

But in private, the same men 
who make these cautious public 
statements are talking in simpler 
and bolder terms. They are say- 
ing, quite frankly, that on the 
home front, labor and manage- 
ment are going to have to make 
sacrifices in the national inter- 
est and that this may very well 
lead to lower wages and prof- 
its. 

Similarly, in the international 
field, they are talking about co- 
operation that will affect our 
decisions on the budget, on in- 
terest rates and on foreign trade 
and may very well in the end 
lead to limitations on our sov- 
ereignty.

First, if they could go 
on testing, they say, they could 
pack more and more power into 
a smaller and smaller package 
and this means we could use 
smaller missiles to propel the 


~ smaller package and this would 


in Russia. 


save the taxpayers a lot of money. 
Which suits me fine. 

They also say that if we could 
go on testing nuclear weapons we 
could pretty soon come up with 
something called a neutron bomb. 
It wouldn’t tear up a city with 
its blast, nor burn it with its fire, 
It would just send out a shower 
of invisible neutrons which would 
kill people quietly, so to speak. 
That would be a step forward. 
For if we had sense enough to 
develop such a weapon as this, 
then maybe we'd have sense 
enough to find out how to weaken 
it and water it down, so that it 
wouldn’t kill people at all. It 
would just make them sick for a 
while, so sick they didn’t want 
to fight. 

That’s the kind of missile lag 
that exists, I think, a lag in know- 
ing how to handie the great range 
of the missiles and the great 
strength of the bombs in such a 
way that populations won't be 
wiped out, but will just be ren- 
dered incapable of making war.

In all this we forget that we 
are judged by the judgment with 
which we judge for we who judge 
do the same things.

Official Help for Refs 


Blasting officials during and after games is an 
ancient hobby of coaches and it’s encouraging to note 
that Commissioner Bernie Moore is making a belated 
effort to help the men wearing Southeastern Confer- 
ence stripes. 


The conference should adopt the “gag rule’’ proposed by Moore 
in a recent letter to college presidents. The Atlantic Coast and 
ectoreminianite have ‘Giscovered that such legislation is helpful in clos- 

Soe a ing the wide gap between officials and 
coaches, 


Moore’s proposal deals largely with 
a post-game muzzle. With victory at 
such a high premium these days, it’s 
only natural that coaches are apt to 
say unkind things after a losing bat- 
tle. Ordinarily the coach is surprised 
to read the next day what he said 
yesterday. Therefore, most coaches 
logically would welcome a self-pro- 
tective muzzle. 


Officials could help themselves 
more by enforcing existing rules 
than the conference can by adding 
the “gag rule.’”’ Anyone who has 
attended an SEC basketball or foot- 
ball game will vouch that coaches 
say more than somewhat during 
the games. 


Officials usually soak up the abuse, encouraging coaches to re- 
peat the riot act. Three or four technical fouls in basketball and a 
couple of 15-yard penalties in football would muzzle the loud 
coaches. 


—Coaches Should Put It in Writing 


An official who dealt out such penalties, however, would not be 
around for an encore in the SEC where coaches grade the men with 
whistles. The gentleman would promptly be scratched from the 
preferred list. Frankly, there’s no logic in allowing coaches to 
grade officials. Suppose Commissioner Ford Frick allowed Messrs. 
Chuck Dressen, Solly Hemus and associates to select umpires for 
major league games. 


This corner has long been amazed that colleges have been able 
to retain men of integrity as officials. Successful business and pro- 
fessional men aren’t accustomed to being called what some coaches 
call them on football afternoons and basketball nights. 


It has always been our contention that catches lose far more 
games than officials cost them. In fact, I’ve always wanted to 
hear a chastised official retaliate in print, pointing out the 
many blunders committed by a coaching staff. 


There are, of course, two sides to any issue. And the coaches 
positively have legitimate squawks. When the human element is 
involved, mistakes are made. But you can’t expect a coach to 
remain silent when inept officiating obviously was the deciding 
factor in the outcome of a game. 


The complaint should be made to Commissioner Moore, George 
Gardner in football and Roy Mundorf in basketball. When a whistle- 
blower consistently draws criticism from assorted coaches, he 
should be dismissed. 


—A Hot Reception for the Visitors 


Muffling coaches in post-game interviews and enforcing self 
control on the bench should promote more efficient officiating. 


Personally, I don’t believe there is an official in the SEC who 
purposely favors the home team. In basketball in particular, how- 
ever, home teams consistently “‘make” fewer fouls than visitors. 


“Let’s be realistic,” a visiting basketball coach recently told 
us. “Sure, the home team gets a break in officiating. But I don’t 
think it’s intentional. Officials are only human. On a borderline 
decision with a coach and thousands of wild-eyed students scream- 
ing, an official subconsciously will go with the home team.”’ 


Why the home team gets such a lopsided edge in officiating 
is open to debate. There is no argument that the home team 
does enjoy an advantage over a season’s span. 


The football ledger is better balanced, but visitors ordinarily 
are on the long end of the penalty stick on the gridiron. 


Rulesmakers in football and basketball could lighten the load 
for officials. Movies have made officiating experts out of all 
coaches. Check the films long enough and you'll eventually spot an 
infraction on almost every play. A coach has several days to reach 
a deicsion, an official must decide in seconds. 


Officials in the SEC need help. It’s encouraging to see Commis- 
sioner Moore lending a hand.

A good basic rule to go by is 
that you ought to begin your 
dating life—at 13, 14 or 15—by 
being totaMy honest with your 
parents as to what goes on. 
This will give them the oppor- 
tunity to advise and guide you 
through your most puzzling 
years. Then, as you approach 
maturity and responsibility, you 
can gradually taper off your 
confidences to generalized re- 
ports rather than detailed ac- 
counts. Eventually you'll strike 
a happy balance between what 
you tell your parents and what 
you don’t.
